‘The mobile warfare in the area 
near Paris has resulted in a number 
of heavy battles during the past 24 
hours. The main thrust of General 
Patton’s army has lunged out from 
Chartres along the Route Nationale, } 
which leads to Paris via Versailles. 


“Near Rambouillet, half-way 
between Chartres and Paris, the 
American tank and motorised 
divisions met a German buffer , 
position.

‘In the meantime, General Patton, 
to safeguard this thrust to the north- 
east. has advanced his formations 
to the north and east.

MOVE NORTH-EAST 


There are still no indications of

3,000 
yards from the Seine estuary, and is 
on the road north-east from Troarn.
